Band Threat on 70 cm in US 


ARRL officials met recently with FCC staff members as part of an attempt to ward off 
a new band threat on 70 cm. 


League officials delivered a presentation to the FCC Office of Engineering and 
Technology staffers concerning SAVI Technology's plan to deploy unlicensed 
transient RF identification devices between 425 and 435 MHz. The League contends 
these transmissions will be at much higher field strengths and duty cycles than Part 15 
rules now permit. The League also informed the Commission that the chosen 
frequencies are a bad choice and without technical justification. A copy of the ARRL 
presentation interference study is available on the ARRL web site. The ARRL reports 
it will continue to do whatever is necessary to hold off the threat.
